Due to the increased deliveries ol 
Ford passenger cars, the largest 
sales gains were made by the low- 
priced group—146.2 per cent. in Oc- 
tober and 44.6 per cent. up to the 
end of that month, The ratio of 
the four ponies to the total rose 
from 28.7 to 33 per cent. “to date,” 
from 28.7 to 33.0 per cent “to datt,” 
as compared with last year. 

The four medium-priced 
continued to increase their lead 
over the medium low-priced four. 
which up to a month ago had led 
the medium-priced quartet, always 
favorites with the public. Though 
the latter gained 4.7 in October and 
3.3 per cent. “to date,” their ratio 
to the total dropped in October 
from 34.8 to 22.2 per cent., due, of 
course, to the resumption of more 
normal Ford deliveries, and from 
26 to 20.1 per cent. for the ten 
months’ period.

His paper brought out 
the various means by which the 
temperature of the outer roll is 
taken and the method the mill 
workman uses to keep the tempera- 
ture variation to a minimum. 

His address illustrated Noyes’ talk, 
as it brought out the point that ex- 
terior mill roll heat control has not 
been perfected to an automatic stage 
as yet. 

Lawrence Keltner of the B. F.-
